Nominations for the presidency of 
the Student's Society must be signed 
by at least fifty members of the 
Society, and may be signed by 
women students as well as men 
The other nominations for the 
Union posts and for the Athletics 
representatives require a minimum 
of twenty-five signatures of thp 
Society members, while the offices 
of the Debating Union require 
fifteen such signatures. All these 
nominations must be signed by men 
only. The nominations for the 
President of the Women's Union 
and the M.-W.S.A.A. require twenty, 
five signatures of the members of 
the respective organizations. 

At least two nominations are 
wanted for each position. Last 
year there were sixteen nominations 
for eight offices, two of which were 
filled by acclamation.

Paul Martin, Liberal member in 
Ottawa, will address a meeting of 
the Canadian Students' Association 
on Tuesday, February 22, in Moyse 
Hall. He will speak on "The Schol 
arship Bill." "The Sèholârship 
Bill" was originated four or five 
years ago. It proposes that the 
Federal Government give $500,000 
to set up a fund to enable Canadian 
youth, who have shown, ability but 
cannot afford a college education, to 
attend some Canadian university. 

Mr. Martin has organized a com- 
mittee to study the question, and 
then to place the resolution before 
the House. 

City students are in a great ma- 
jority over students from the 
country. The C.S.A. hass been in- 
formed by the Bureau of Statistics 
of Higher Education that, at the 
University of Manitoba urt>an stud- 
ents make up fifteen-sixteenths of 
the student body, while the rural 
students comprise only one-six- 
teenth. This is due mainly to the 
fact that many western farmers 
cannot afford to send their sons to 
college. 

; WELL SUPPORTED. 

This bill is supported by the Can- 
adian Youth Congress and many 
church groups and labor unions. 
Whën discussed in Parliament last 
year it was given support by all 
parties, and is likely to go through 
this year. ■ 

This bill is especially needful to- 
day, since many students cannot 
find jobs, and instead of wasting 
their time, they would do well to 
further their educat'ion.

OTTAWA 

Fiery exchanges between leaders 
and private members, with seldom 
less than two or three on their 
feet at one time, marked a pro- 
longed fight in the House yester- 
day over harangues from two Social 
Credit members, John Blackmore 
and Rene Feletier, accompanying 
their moving an amendment to the 
motion to go into Committee of 
Supply, and demanding that 
charges of levies on Canadian 
National Hallways contracti for 
party campaign funds be referred 
to a probe by a special committee. 

Anger flared many times between 
the Prime Minister and the Min- 
ister of Finance, Hon. Charles Dun- 
ning, on the one side, and the 
Leader of the Opposition, Hight 
Hon. R. B. Bennett, on the other. 



AUSTRIAN 

As a result of a talk last night 
between Adolf Hitler and Chancel- 
lor von Schuschnigg of. Austria 
measures were arranged which are 
important to the future of Austria 
and Germany, involving a military 
,88 well as a political agreement. 

Schuschnigg was won over to the 
will ol Germany, and this surren- 
der paves the way for the Nazis to 
extend their power to the Danube. 
Reports said that the economic 
measures would be a long step to- 
ward Germany's dream of a cus- 
toms unio|Xi,with|Austria. 

Now that'SSchuschhigg has adapt- 
ed a pro-German policy, it means 
that the leading ministers of Aus- 
tria are Nazi sympathizers. Dr. 
Arthur von Sayss-Inquarht, who en- 
joys the confidence iof Hitler, has 
been named Minister of the In- 
terior, a position in which he will 
contfol Austria's police forces. 



PROVINCIAL 

Bagot County electors go to the 
polls today in the first test of Pre. 
mier Maurice Duplessis's National 
Union Government against the onca 
potent Liberal provincial party, 
which in August, 1936, it reduced 
to the role of Opposition after al- 
most 40 years of power. 

The balloting is crucial for the 
Duplessis administration in that it 
marks the first challenge by the 
Liberals, who have conducted their 
campaign largely on the issue of 
rural credits, a major plank in the 
Government's programme. The Na- 
tional Union has already chalked 
up a victory in agricultural Beauce 
County, but it was against divided 
opposition, with the Lil^crals not 
sres«itin£ a candidate. 




QUEBECCITY 

Reorganization of the Board of 
Moving Picture Censors is coming 
under a bill, notice of which Pre- 
mier Maurice Duplessis gave the 
y^egislative Assembly today. 

Details are not available, but it 
v^ould appear that it has been found 
that the Attorney-General, who is 
alsb Mr. Duplessis, will be able to 
permit "Snow White and the Seven 
Dwctrfs" to be shown to children 
imdev: 16 without an amendment to 
the ïaw to such effect. The 
Attom^ey-General, it would' appear 
may;' âo almost anything under 
existing laws, and if he does any- 
thing ^^Trong it does not matter, 
since he \ can prevent anyone from 
putting him in jail, or otherwise 
annoying\^iin].

Actions of National Labour. 
Relations Board to Be , 
Discussed 



UPHOLDING the affirmative 
of the resolution "That the 
Program of the C.I.O. is detri- 
mental to the interests of La- 
bour" !Monty Berger and Neville 
Wykes will .meet a _ Stanford, 
team in an InternatioMpInl^'l 
collcgintc debate tomorrow night 
at 8:30 in the Union Ballroom. 

Stanford, upholding the negative,: 
will be represented by Gerald Mar- 
cus, a senior majoring in history 
and chairman of the Peace Com- 
mittee at Stanford, and Carl Diesen- 
roth, a senior in social sciences and 
previous winner of the National ■ 
Junior College Championship in 
extempore debating. 

Monty Berger and Neville Wykes, 
speaking for McGill, are both ithird 
year honour students in economics. 
\Vhen interviewed by the Daily last 
night Monty Berger stated that they 
do not argue against Industrial or- 
ganizations. "Although the aims of 
the C.I.O. are good in a way, it has 
made .many mistakes, which have 
been considerably detrimental to 
labour." The Ç.LO. has been much 
too aggressive and the blunders it 
has made have proved to be costly, . 
He will deal with the general phase t 
of the question under discussion. 
PREVIOUSLY DISCUSSED. 

Neville Wykes has recently pre- 
sented a paper on the C.I.O. at a . 
meeting of the Political Economy 
Club. On that occasion he review- 
ed the recent labour legislation 
showing its effect on the industrial 
unionization. He also discussed the 
Influence of the C.I.O. on Canadian 
affairs and its future in this coun- 
try. At tomorrow night's debate 
Wykes will deal with the specific' 
details of the resoltuion. The con- 
ditions of wages, the radical ele- ; 
ments within' the C.I.O., and the ac- 
tions of the National Labour Rela- 
tions Board will all be discussed. 

The visit of the Stanford debating 
team is one of a tour undertaken 
by them and made possible by the 
Independent Study Plan, an elec- 
tive system at Stanford. Other Uni- 
versities to be visited in this tour 
are. Chicago, Pittsburgh, New Yorkj , 
Yale, Brown, Harvard, Pennsyl- 
vania, Swarthmore, Arizona and 
Southern California. .

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We Can*t Make News 

It has happened, and it will happen 
again that many worthwhile dances have 
'^ failed, many societies have been forced to 
shut up shop and many a college function 
' has turned into a dismal farce, not through 
any fault in the activity itself, but dué to 
the hit and miss publicity methods of the 
people responsible for their success. 

The mere e.xistence of an event does 
not draw a crowd. It has to be adver- 
tised, publicized, shouted from the house- 
tops, to assure its reaching the notice of 
every single person that could reasonably 
be expected to be interested. And blaming 
bad publicity, or lack of it, on the Daily is, 
as well as often very unfair, to entirely 
miss the point of all publicity. The event 
-^;hàs to have colour to' attract any interest 
vin the first place; and if it has not in it 
material to furnish something to write 
about, then it deserves to be a failure. 
Now the question of 'interest' is not 
' as simple as it might appear. If the 
Biological Society plans to hold a meeting 
to discuss the sex practices of the natives 
of Samoa, the executive mil have to beat 
new-found members of the Society off with 
a club.

How- 
ever, and this is important, if the lecturer

. a diving-suit to obsers'e the hungry octo- 
pus in his native haunt, then the personal 
quality of' the man should be played up 
for all it is worth.

IlilAYBE you never knew that one of the best 

murderers, as such, was a McGill graduate. 
ThoniM NelU dream, who poisoned foUr 
wpi^, was awarded his Degree in Medicine 
at this University in tbe middle of JIast century. 
He gave thit ladies strychnine in capsules, 
which were at that time a novel sort of pilL 
His sadistic - actions might have gone on for* 
ever had he not lost his head and talked him- 
self into being discovered and hanged. Edmund 
L. Pearson tells about this In his Mnrder at 
Smntty Nose. i 

Pearson, a friend of Christopher Morley's, 
' died last summer at the age of 57 after a long 
illness. He was Librarian of the Public Library 
of New York, and wrote a number of books 
on books, which are full of selections and titles, 
and a rich mine of suggestions for future read< 
ing. Few of the books hç mentions^ are rare 
and most of them are in McGill Library. Some 
of his own works are Queer Books, Books in 
BI«ok and Red, and Dime Navels. 

He was especially interested in murder and 
even did some personal research on the still un- 
solved case of Lizzie Borden of Fall River, who 
was freed in 1892 from the accusation of dash- 
inf her mother and stepfather to a hideous 
dctth with an axe The famous Lizzie lived 
till about 1920, alone, a sort of oxil^' and, thQViSll 
legUly pronoimced innocent, still the subject 
of many 4 suspicious story. Studies iq Murdtr 
and lastifation of the Devil àre extremely good. 
He tries to kill the delusion that murder is 
either romantic or morbid. He tells you 
frankly of an interesting historical fact which 
you would o'therwise not know, and in a style 
of great charm. Miirder is one of those un^ 
glamorous but fascinating things at which 
human beings are still awed— and will be, until 
the probleni of life and death is solved,— if ever. 

If you're worrying about not being able 
to study properly, you might be interested in 
knowing of a small book called How to Study 
which has pretty near everything necessary, by 
way of advice.

THE BURIED CANDELABRUM, 
by Stefan Zweig. (Viking Press, 
1937); 149 pages. 

Amid the litter of contemporary 
books on the muddle of politics and 
on the championing of new ways 
of living, it is rare and, refreshing 
to find one whose theme is a legend, 
yet whos£ milieu differs little from 
our own. Relaxing from the bio 
graphic world of fact and inter- 
mingled fiction, Stefan Zweig has 
happily turned to the realms of 
myth from which a surprising 
amount of factual ■ truth can be 
gleaned. Indeed, the implications 
and analogies in Zwelg's fable may 
well give grounds for fear among 
all nations who, in their Roman Em- 
pire building zeal, forget that "to 
no man is land given, but only lent 
for a season. Whatever man pos 
sesses is entrusted to him as a loan 
and his happiness is unstable as a 
shadow." 

The Buried Candelabrum is the 
story of the Menorah ; or ^even- 
Branched Candelabrum which, con 
structed by the wandering tribes in 
gratitude to God and which was 
kept burning perpetually, was 
seized by raiding vandals and has 
since been lost to the possession ti 
the Jews. Many times was it -re- 
covered, but the flame of every 
ephemeral repossession was each 
time extinguished by the oppres- 
sion of more raids. Each time the 
Menorah was lost thé lot of its 
owners was saddened. For 1500 
years now its effulgence has not 
radiated the fitful glare- of the 
world. 

It is a tragic tale related with 
warm tenderness, with understand- 
ing poignancy and haunting beauty. 
But it is more than the story of one 
people. It is the story of all peoples 
who, possessing cherished beliefs 
and catholic ideals, have endeavour- 
ed to perpetuate their gratitude to 
an ubiquitous unseen by fashioning 
in physical form what they can- 
not visualize and attain to spirit- 
ually. 

An atmosphere of cobwebbed 
Amontillado, of twilight serenity, of 
starlight quietude and old age per- 
vade every \yord and sentence 
which are written with slow grace 
and dignity. Millet might have 
written such a story in paint.

polo goalie of merit and holder of 
many field championships at weight 
throwing; Irvin Forsythe, massive 
bulwark on water polo defences; 
Casey Moore, another polo player 
of brawn; George Vickerson, a slim 
young lad just out of line, having 
the previous May received his 
parchment, and Morric Bruker, who 
had just returned from Detroit 
Mich., after having indulged in 
.Yehnited Statz activities. It is 
worthy of note that the sports edi 
tor of the Daily was Philip Matt- 
hams, a ruddy faced young man 
with his own convictions leading 
him through thick and mostly thin 
Matthams wrote a column. The 
column appeared spasmodically. In 
fact it appeared timely, just In time 
to take the Grads over the jumps 
after each of their league compel! 
tions. As the Natatory Nymph, the 
Rev. Philip Matthams now would 
h£fve blushed. His captions which 
we repeat after having turned the 
pages back eleven years read— 
"Grads Show Clinging Tactics"— 
"Grads in Mortal Combat"— "Grads 
Lose Five Players"— "Grads Get 
Back Five Players"- "Old Swim- 
mers"— and so on, In spite of 
which the Grads Team won tlie 
Herschorn Trophy emblematic of 
the Canadian Intermediate Cham 
pionship. (Ed. Note: The Herschorn 
Trophy was given by the same 
person alluded to in the beginning 
of the article as being Honorary 
President of the Grads' Club and 
as being Piresldent of the C.A.S.A. 
National Committee.) Just a big 
happy family. Let's look over the 
Phil Mattham's story of the McGill 
ys. Grads game, November 29, 1926. 

"McGill Iwon the loss but not the 
game. They started off in the deep 
end and were prepared to with- 
stand the violent attacks of the 
Grads. Perhaps the latter were 
depending too much on their 
sparkling new identification marks 
which adorned ,their chests or in 
some cases where their chests had 
slipped. Big Forsythe and Tiny 
Vernot were again up to their 
games. One player asserts that 
after a tussle with Fofsythe he had 
to go back to take his feet out of 
the three hundred pounds of polo 
player. The last period was a real 
dinosqurus struggle in which all 
the big men participated. And so 
on blah, blah, and blahah. . . ."

POLITICAL WRITING 
OF PAINE REVIEWED 



Mr. J. Napier Discusses 
English Republican at St. 
James Literary Society 



Thomas Paine Desgribed as 
Passionately Honest 



"So few people learn to think 
honestly and fearlessly which is, 
after all, one of the greatest distinc' 
tions between individuals," declared 
Mr. Jeremiah Napier in beginnins 
his address on "The Political Writ 
ings of Thomas Paine" before the 
St. James Literary Society last eve 
ning. Mr. Napier traced the career 
of Thomas Paine from his obscure 
beginning as a member of a pov 
erty-stricken family to the immor 
tality of the author of the "Rights 
of Man." 

Fleeing from his native England 
because he dared to plead the cause 
of the excise men whp demanded 
higher wages his passionate genius 
soon played a great part in the 
New World where^ the American 
colonists were speedily being driv- 
en to their final recourse — the 
American Revolution of 1775. 
BACKED COMMONSENSE. 

Faine's first contribution to the 
cause of American independence 
was his pamphlet entitled "Com- 
monsense." In this "great example 
of polem,ical writing," Paine set 
forth his views on government and 
society, concluding that "Society is 
a patron, while government at its 
best is but a necessary evil." . Paine 
went even further, openly declaring 
his republicanism and concluding 
that constitutional monarchy is an 
"absurdity." 

Thimas Paine envisaged a society 
based upon reason and in this con- 
nection stated that the American 
colonists are not mere rebels for 
"he who fights for reason has a 
better right to loyalty than even 
George III." Supporting his views 
Thomas Paine came into intimate 
contact witli George Washington 
while entering into violent antagon- 
ism with such men as the Earl of 
Carlisle an emissary of George III, 

After the successful conclusion of 
the American War of Independence 
Paine spent some time in scientific 
pursuits, aiding the efforts of Ful 
ton in applying steam power to 
navigation. In 1787 Paine returned 
to Europe, where he took active 
part in the framing of the Consti- 
tution after the French .Revolution. 
It is at this time that he issued the 
famous "Rights of Man." During 
his life, Thomas 'Paine came into 
contact with such prominent Eng- 
lishmen as Oliver Goldsmith and 
Edmund Burke. 

A vote . of thanks was tendered 
the speaker. The audience then 
entered the discussion.
